WHEREAS IT IS EXPEDIENT 
" that regulations should be mndo as 
to the storago and carriago of Potro- 
leum, Coal Oil, Naptha and other corn- 
bustiblo matter within tho City Limits. 

Lip. itknactkd by the Mayor and Coun- 
cil of the Corporation of the City of Vig- 
tnria as follows; — 

1, No person shall keep iu any wooden 
shed ot building. on storago or for salo 
any Potroloum, Coal Oil, Naptha, Burn- 
ing Fluid or Other combustible matter in 
miantitios greater than 50 gallons, if con- 
tained in wooden casks", 'or 100 gallons if 
stored in motai casos, without a Liconso 
from tho Corporation. 

2. No person without such License 
shall keep in any brick or stono building 
any of the aforesaid articles in quantities 
greater than 250 gallons if containod in 
wood, or 1,000 gallqnsjif stored in metul 
cases. 9 • 

'■ it. Evory License chal) .specify the 
building, street or locality, and tho quan- 
tity in gallons of tho -combustible arti- 
cles before mentioned which may be stor- 
ed thoroin. 

4. The promises in or upon which any 
of the combustible articles aforesaid shall 
be stored shall be open at all times to the 
inspection of the Corporation or its 
Officers. 

5. Tho Corporation may, before any 
Liconso shall be granted as aforesaid, re- 
quire such precautions to bo taken against 
liro as they may deem necessary. 

I). No person shall remove on any ilrny, 
cart, waggon or other vehicle any com 
bustibl'e matter in quantities greater than 
260 gallons at any one time. 

7. Any person or porsons refusing or 
neglecting to comply with any of the pro- 
vision or requirements of this Bylaw, or 
guilty of any infraction thereof, shall 
upon conviction thoroof be subject to a 
line of not less than £5 or more than §50.

YALE ELECTION. 



THE 



The positive assertions in L-ogard to tin-, 
result of the Yale election which latoly 
appeared in the Government organ be- 
neath black lotter headings heavy enough 
for an obituary biography of the Beaveu 
administration, suggest" sonic curious re- 
flections. On reading the first few lines 
of the " Advices from the Mainland," 
however, the reader finds that they really 
simmer clown to a confirmation of pre- 
vious reports of an " undoubtod proba- 
bility " which every body knows would 
furnish rather poor data for betting on 
the result of an olection. Not that any- 
body believes the Government would bet 
of course — not even on the " undoubted 
probability" of the dry dock being finished; 
the matter is merely put in that way. 
But the object of the Government is nev- 
ertheless to convey a positive assurance of 
their success before the ballots are count- 
ed. This is a political trick which might 
be expected from an opposition party, but 
it is neither politic nor decorous for a 
government under any conditions to in- 
dulge in, and is indeed morally reprehen- 
sible, besides being senseless ; as even 
supposing Mr. Humphreys to bo elected, 
and tho government for once correct — 
how came they to know moro than any 
one else i The " mainland advices" pro- 
profess to make an estimate of the votes 
taken in each district ; but if it is so well 
known how each man voted the ballot- 
box is a fraud itself, and a temptation to 
fraud in others; for if tho boxes were dis- 
pensed with they could not be tampered 
with. Now the government doctrine of 
" undoubted probabilities" comes in very 
conveniently here, and may help to show 
why the positive declarations of the gov- 
ernment are in such bad taste, and why 
the ballot system, as it at present exists, 
is open to so many objections in sparsely 
settled and extensive country districts. 
Some of tho ballot-boxes in tho Yale dis- 
trict will have to travel 170 miles, occu- 
pying five days in transit, and others less. 
It is not for us to say whether an "un- 
doubted probability" !r much better than 
any other probability ; but either would 
leave room for reasonable anxioty con- 
cerning the arrival of tho boxes at their 
destination without being interfered 
with. Now, considering that a party in 
power occupy an advantageous position 
in many ways, and have temptations to 
otfer that their opponents cannot aspire 
to; and that there are men always will- 
ing, if not anxious to bo tempted, the 
doctrine of " undoubted probabilities " 
might fairly bo considered to point a very 
direct finger to that side of the house, es- 
pecially as the government itsolf is under 
very considerable temptation from the 
very rickotiness of its own position, which 
even such an uncertain prop as Mr. Hum- 
phreys would fail to improve. This is a 
fair and logical working out of the doc- 
trine of " undoubted probabilities," and 
if tho government do not admire it, thoy 
should not parade their chickens before 
they are hatched, so that people begin to 
infor they know more than they ought to 
know. Besides it is hard to divine what 
good could result from it. In fact, the 
more tho matter is looked into the more 
suspicious it becomes. It is scarcely pos- 
sible that the Government would have 
hazarded such positive assurances on 
mere guess work, for if Mr. Humphreys 
did not happen to bo elected, what a silly 
business they have made of it. Thoy 
must surely have some positive informa- 
tion. How did thoy get it ? Tho oppos- 
ition organs with the same legal means at 
their disposal have not yet ventured on 
prophecy. But oven suppose Mr. Hum- 
phreys ia olected, the prodigal returns, 
and the fatted calf is killed, what then? 
There will bo moro calf than anything 
else; the prodigal will make a somersault 
into a snug government berth, the 
peoplo of Yale in gratifying their unfor- 
tunate sectional jealousies will have sold 
themselves to a man universally admitted 
to be a mere political adventurer — and 
the government Will not bo saved. 

THE DYING GOVERNMENT. 

Wo believe Tom is defeated in Yale. 
Whon the belief is confirmed by official 
report, William's face will be decorated 
with smileB. But if it should happen 
that tho 96 votes manufactured in a 
hurry give Tom a temporary triumph it 
will produce a acono perfectly comic — 
Tom crowing and strutting into the brick 
house; William cringing and creeping 
out. Or will tho ministers make a new 
portfolio, and give it to William 3 It 
would be expensive; but who cares for 
expenso 1 The people were born to be 
plucked, and tho plucking process will 
continue until tho house moots. In the 
meantime we shall hear the ominous 
sounds that precede a popular storm. 
Four year3 more doing nothing means 
destruction to the agricultural and com- 
mercial interests of the province. Tho 
people are rosplved to save themselves; 
and the representatives who are now on 
the fence will bo astonished if thoir want 
of foresight leads them on tho wrong 
sido. The present ministry must go. 
Stuffing the ballot box at Yale will not 
save them. Out, gentlemen, out ! Every 
one of you must go out with a sack of 
rotten cement and a pilo of nonsensical 
laws packed on your back. Rumor says 
Hett is already in deop meditation with 
reference to his present position.

The enthusiastic reception accorded to j 
their Excellencies at Victoria and New 
Westminster affords a striking contract I 
with the state of affairs when Lord Dtif- 
ferin visited the province in the autumn 
of 1870. Six years ago the Governor- j 
Genoral repaired to tho Pacific coast, 1 
with the approval of tho Colonial Secre- 
tary, to allay the natural dissatisfaction 
of British Columbia at the tardiness, if 
not the absolute faithlcssless of the Do- 
minion government in carrying out its 
solemn obligations. His Lordship ful- 
filled his mission with characteristic tact 
and suavity, and even went chivalrously 
out of his way to defend the sinister i 
course of his advisers. 

It is not necessary now to review the' 
course of Mr. Mackenzie and his col- : 
leagues regarding the Pacific railway. 
The course of cvonts had rendered it im- : 
possible tofutil, in the letter, tho Domin- 
ion's agreement to complete the line in j 
ten years from 1878. But in 187-1 the 
Carnarvon terms were accepted, and re- 
newed pledges given, which were system- 
atically set at naught. It is not difficult j 
to trace the influence by which this sol- 
emn compact was violated, and the integ- j 
rity of the Dominion imperilled. 

At the bottom of all the trouble with 1 
British Columbia may be discerned the | 
anti-national spirit of .Mr. Edward Blake. I 
From the first ho opposed the construe- ] 
tion of the Pacific railway, depreciated 
the value of the North- West, and strove, 
with malign perversity, to impede the ! 
consolidation of Canada. He had made | 
one of his fitful skips out of office early in 
187 I, and it was while our Cirit Arehillos 
was sulking in his tent that tho Carnar- 
von terms were proposed and 
agreed to by the Dominion and 
the Pacific I'rovincc. When the Esqui- 
mau and Nanaimo railway bill was intro- 
duced by Mr. Mackenzie tho present Grit 
leader violently opposed it and urged the 
repudiation of the agreement, and it was 
ho who procured the rejection of the bill 
in the Senato by a majority of two. 

In May, 1875, Mr. Blake was back 
again in office, and from that moment thu 
relations of tho Dominion and British 
Columbia were so strained as to jeopardize 
the Confederation. The hon. gentloman 
entered the government with a full know- 
lcdgo of tho pledges which bound it, but 
he also did so with a firm resolution to 
thwart his leader in his attempt, feeble 
and half-hearted though it was, to carry 
thorn out. As an honorable man ho had 
no business to enter an administration 
which had agreed to terms which he de- 
liberately refused, a short time before, to 
" endorse." 

In 1870, when Lord Duflerin made his 
journey across the continent as a peace- 
maker, not one step had boon taken to re- 
deem tho honor of the Dominion. The 
promised money to have been expended 
in British Columbia yearly was not ex- 
ponded, tho wagon road was not com- 
menced, and as for tho Pacific railway, 
the Governor General was obliged to con- 
fess that it could hardly bo said to have 
had a beginning. Mr. Mackenzie, undor 
his colleague's inspiration, was amusing 
the peoplo with his "magnificent water 
stretches." Indeed there can be no doubt 
that had the Grits remained in ofHco the 
Pacific railway would not have been com

" —he waa»» mild a mannered man ' 
As ever bcuttle.1 ihlp or cut a throat." 

I apent an hour looking at the criminals, 
and the land improved by their labor; and 
then entered tho gaol. 

I told the gaoler I was a stranger and 
that I wished to see the inside of the pri- 
son. "In twenty minutes, sir," he said, 
' I will be ready. Take a chair." I sat 
down and heard him examine four crim- 
inals, fresh arrivals. He enquired their 
itgea, their places of birth, etc., and then 
took notes that may bo useful hereafter 
if any of these fellows are wanted. He 
then read the laws that have reference to 
prison rules, advised these unfortunate 
follows like a true friend, and ttirnod 
them over to his deputy. All the gaolers 
I saw in European prisons were like 
slave owners and theiefore I was aston- 
ished and delighted by this man's man- 
ner. He conducted mo through the 

PRISON. 

The cells are cleaner than the rooms 
in tho best hotel in tho city. Ev- 
ery cell is furnished with a clean bod, a 
looking-glass, towel, comb and hairbrush. 
If tho prisoner reads he can have books." 
When in good health he works sevon 
hours a day. If he is unwell, he is sent 
to tho hospital. If his feet happen to

SBSCSE&'S CBSED.- 

So "Withdraw froa Oongrrogationai- 
issi, &ni Gives his Seasons. 

(San rtanOBCO Morning Call.) 

Nkw York, Oct. 10.— At the Autumn 
meeting of the New York and Brooklyn 
Association of Congregational Churches, 
at Park Congregational Church, Brook; 
lyn, Bev. J. G. Roberts of Rochester 
Aveuuo Church officiated as moderator, 
and Bev. Mr. Stiles as temporary. scribe. 
Itev. H. W. Beecher, who hud been as- 
signed to open the discussion of the sub- 
ject of "Spiritual n.trbariBiu" made it the 
occasion for announcing his withdrawal 
from membership of tho association. Hu 
delivered an elaborate exposition of his 
belief respecting the doctrines of the 
Bible and Christianity. Ho assigned, as 
a reason for withdrawing, that as a 
Christian gentleman, he could not afford 
to lay on anybody the^ responsibility of 
his views. He could fret afford, especi- 
ally, to put tho association in such a 
position that they wero obliged to defend 
him. Ho now here, iu greatest love and 
sympathy, laid down his membership, 
and should go forth not to bo separated 
from them, but really to bo nearer thoni. 
Mr. Beecher explained tho loose general 
representations and misrepresentations in 
respect to what lie believed and taught. 
Ho held that of the views that had been 
presented by the pagan Greek barbarians, 
one of tho most barbaric, infantile, ignor- 
ant conceptions was the impossibility of 
God, a conception that perfection of 
character required that a being Bhould 
not be susceptible to pain of any kind, of 
sorrow or suffering. The divine heroes 
must stand in tho power of God to suffer, 
and it is to the very root and force of the 
atoning lifo and death of Jesus Christ. 
Bight over on the other side was another 
element springing from a barbaric nation 
and not from an testhetic, viz., that 
God is clothed with human passions. 
Terms of that kind wore not wanting in 
the Old Testament but men had construct- 
ed their conception of God from the 
example of their animal inclinations and 
appetites, not from the example of their 
reason and their moral sense, Mr. 
Beecher held that the character of G.kI, 
as taken by tho confession of faith, and 
that as given by tho Lord Jesus Christ, 
differs as widely as a frightful gorgon and 
the head of an Apollo in the heathen my- 
thology. He was made a monster in tho 
placo of a loving master and a master of 
love. Ho rejected this with an impetus 
that touched overy foundation of his soul. 
Tho doctrine of man's moral and physi- 
cal inability to obey tho laws of God must 
bo rojectod. He also rojoctod those rep- 
resentations of future punishment which 
wore gross and physical, and which were 
made from the sensuous Roman school, 
He believed in future punishment. He 
believed that the wholesome and restrain- 
ing influence of -that doctrine had been 
vory largely destroyed by substituting n 
slaughter house section, a gross, carnal, 
corrupting and diabolical representation 
of hell and the sufferings of those who 
were subjected to punishment. The suf- 
fering would be not bodily, as he hold, 
but mental according to tho laws 
of moral sensibility and all the af- 
fections; not a machine of sulphur and 
fire, a deluge of devils and all manner of 
annopance, epitomized and represented in 
the art of Michael Angolo's "Last Judg- 
ment," and represented more abominably 
and inexcusably by tho German school. 
That was barbaric. He regarded also tho 
whole doctrine of original sin as founded 
in the fall of Adam as being barbaric. He 
accepted without analysis tho Trinity. 
Ho believed in a Providence who over- 
ruled human lifo by and through natural 
laws. Christ was inftnito, with' infinite 
limits, and in taking his placo as man he 
became subject to tho laws of time, spaco 
and matter. He believed fully and en- 
thusiastically, without a break of a single 
line of tremulous aberration, in tho divi- 
nity of Christ. Christ was God manifest 
in tho flesh. 

Tho Olaost Inhabitants— 'Woro tho 
Ohlnoso Horo 3000 Years Aero ? 

What if antiquarians aro ablo to prove 
that tho Chinese wroo the earliest sot- 
tiers of this continent i That from iho 
loins of children of the flowery kingdom 
aro descended the uativo tribes whom the 
white pioneers found poasossing tho land? 
This theory has been ofton advanced. A 
fow weeks ago a party of miners who 
were runuingadrift in tho bank on one of 
the crooks in tho mining district of Cas- 
siar made a romarkable find. At a depth 
of several feet the shovel of one of tho 
parly raisod about 30 of tho brass coins 
which have passed current in China for 
many centuries They woro strung on 
what appeared to bo an iron wire* This 
wire wont to dust a fow minutes nftur 
being exposed; but tho coins appeared 
us bright and now as when they first 
laft the Celestial mint. They have been 
brought to Victoria and submitted to tho 
inspection of intelligent Chinamen, who 
unite in pronouncing tliem to bo up- 
wards of 3000 years old. They bear a 
date about 1200 years anterior to tho 
birth of Christ. And now the question 
arises, how tho coins got to the placo 
where they wero found. Tho miners 
say there was no ovidonco of tho ground 
having been disturbed by man before 
their picks and shovels penetratod it; and 
the fact that the coins aro little worn goeH 
to show that they were not long in cir- 
culation before being hidden or lost at 
Cassiar. Whether they were the proper- 
ty of Chinese mariners who were wrecked 
on the north coast about 3000 years ago 
and remained to peoplo tho continent; or 
whether the Chinese minors who went 
to Cassiar seven or eight years ngo de- 
posited tho collection whore it was found 
for tho purposo of establishing for their 
nation a prior claim to the land, may 
nover bo known. But the native tribes 
of this coast rosomble tho mongolian raco 
so closely that one would not bo surprised 
at any time to hear of the discovery of 
yet more startling evidences of the pres- 
ence of Chinese on this coast before to tho 
coming of the whites.

Post Oflico, whither he had boon enjoin 
to convoy that amount in bank notes to 
bo registered and dispatched to one of 
Mr. Rosenthal's correspondents at Jaesay. 
Four days ufter the funeral of this unfor- 
tunate youth his sorrowing mother was 
examining the clothes worn by him at the 
timo of his suicide, when her lingers en- 
countered a hard substance within tho 
liningof his overcoat. ThiB substance, 
upon further investigatigation, turned out 
to be tho sum of money supposed to havo 
boon lost. The bank notes had been en- 
closed in an envelope, duly soaled and 
prepared for legiatration according to the 
Roumanian postal regulations. Young 
Rosenthal had thrust the envelope into 
tho inner breast pockot of his coat, and 
it had slipped down between tho cloth 
and lining through a hole in the pockot, 
of which tho poor fellow was either ignor- 
ant or unmindful. When, on arriving at 
the Post Office, ho missed tho money,, he 
boeanio violently agitated and hurried 
home in tho hopo that he might havo left 
it behind him. Tho anguish of mind ho 
experienced upon finding that hope frus- 
trated probably prevented him from oven 
thinking of subjecting his garments to a 
careful examination; ho rushed up to his 
bedroom, locked his door, and ended his 
life by-his own hand n fow seconds later.
